1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-9: 

Claim 1, an apparatus for eye tracking comprises, in combination, a reflection 
means to reflect illumination of an illuminator onto a surface of a windshield of a vehicle 
and the illumination being reflected onto an eye of a person in the vehicle to reflect an 
image, and a sensor receiving a reflection of the image reflected by the reflection 
means to produce an output signal representative thereof. 
Claims 2-9 are dependent on claim 1. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Ishikawa et al. [US 4,625,329], Thomas [US 5,320,534], Trissel et al. [US 
5,408,346], Turner et al. [US 6,437,759], and Kleinschmidt [US 6,750,832] disclose a 
reflection means and a beam splitter; but none of them disclsoes or suggests the above 
discussed limitations. 

Groves et al. [US 5,414,439] and Harter, Jr. [US 6,447,132] disclose a hub 
backlighting system having a reflection means reflecting light onto a windshield of a 
vehicle; but none of them discloses or suggests a sensor to receive a reflection of an 
eye image reflected by the reflection means to produce an output signal representative 
thereof.
